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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9*290,  as  against  9*230 
for  1964. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  decrease  from  13*49  for  1964,  to  14.31. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  shows  a decrease  from  11.26  for  1964 
to  8.60. 

There  were  80  deaths  as  compared  to  104  for  1964.  This  decrease  was 
mainly  in  the  female  population,  among  the  older  age  groups.  Whilst  interest- 
ing, the  numbers  involved  are  too  small  to  be  significant. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  once  again  that  there  is  no  maternal  death  to 
report • 


Measles  notifications  increased  markedly  from  11  for  1964  to  285. 

Six  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Scabies  has  been  increasing  in  neighbouring  districts,  and  I would 
like  to  remind  family  doctors  that  the  Council  can  provide  facilities  for 
treatment  at  its  Poolsbrook  Centre. 

I would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  most  sincerely  to  the  members*  of  the 
Council  and  ray  colleagues  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  received 
during  the  year,  and  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

NORTH  DERBYSHIRE  WATER  BOARD 


Report  to  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  Water 
Supply  to  Clay  Cross  Urban  District  for  the  Year  1965 


The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  the  raw  water  was  obtained  by  direct 
abstraction  from  Press  Brook;  since,  however,  it  has  been  made  possible  to 
draw  all  the  raw  water  from  the  Lower  Press  Reservoir,  the  advantages  of  this 
impounded  water  have  been  reflected  in  a greater  consistency  and  generally 
lower  level  of  pollution  in  the  raw  water.  This  practice  has  also  resulted 
in  a more  consistent  chlorine  demand  of  the  raw  water,  chlorination  has  in 
consequence  proved  easier  to  control. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board's 
Laboratories.  A1J  raw.  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at  least 
monthly.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

In  February,  19^5*  the  Council,  having  failed  to  reach  agreement 
with  the  owners  of  land  included  in  two  Clearance  Areas  in  the  King  Street/ 
Cross  Street  area,  made  the  Grundy  Road/King  Street  (Housing)  Nos.  1 & 2 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  These  were  confirmed  without  modification

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SLUM  CLEARANCE  (continued) 


after  a Public  Enquiry  in  August,  1965.  Rehousing  of  tenants  from  these 
areas  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Clay  Lane  No.  1 

Clearance  Order  which  was  made  in  March,  1965*  was  also  confirmed 

without  modification  in  July;  neither  of  the  two  owners  concerned  offered 
any  objection. 

A further  Clearance  Area  was  declared  in  June  of  the  remaining  sub- 
standard property  in  King  Street  and  Grundy  Road,  involving  thirty-four 
houses.  As  the  Council  wanted  to  redevelop  this  area,  negotiations  for 

the  acquisition  of  land  in  the  Clearance  Area  were  commenced.  Only  one 

owner  objected  and  in  December  the  Grundy  Road/King  Street  No.  3 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made,  involving  twenty-four  dwellinghouses . 

Thirty  families  living  in  sub-standard  properties  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council,  and  fourteen  houses  were  demolished.

The  low  figures 
are  disappointing,  for  there  are  many  rented  properties,  particularly  in 
the  Holmgate  and  lower  Market  Street  areas,  which  are  capable  of  being 
improved  to  the  full  standard.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  only  one  small  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District, 
and  slaughtering  takes  place  on  two  days  during  the  week,  usually 
Sunday  and  Monday.  A 10C$  post  mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained, 
necessitating  ninety-one  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year. 
The  premises  sire  well  maintained,  and  no  problems  have  arisen  during  the 
year.  The  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  carried  out  his  Annual  Inspection  of  the  slaughterhouse,  and  no 
serious  defects  or  omissions  were  notified.
